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PBEFACE. 



THE day has arrived when the youth of our land should be 
(aught to revere the God of heaven. We know of no better place 
or opportunity to teach that reverence, which is due our heavenly 
Father, than the school-room.

The lessons are all from 
the Bible, unchanged. The hymns are selected with care, and the 
prayers are also Bible in Bible language. He sends this little work 
abroad on its errand of love and rnercy, asking the God of heaven 
to bless its mission.
